It is easy to -tart su ch a 
story, the hardest thing in the world 
to find a sin gle fact in the rumor.

T hey really Uke to 
m ake speeches. 
Mr. Hoot. In one of 
the lighter moment* of his stay In Po* 
trogrnd, rem arked that one of the 
tragedu** of the R ussian revolution 
was the turning loose on the world 
180,(0)0,000 orators. 
Now one saw some old peasant, a 
giant of a man, com e down with a 
barge of flrcwmsl from th e north, p er­ 
haps, holding forth with great q uaint­ 
ness of phrase and gesture to an 
amused group of city folks.

one talked some expansive old fel­
